Double Patenting 

2. The objection to claims 2-5 and 20 under 37 CFR 1.75 as being substantial 
duplicates of claim 1 is made moot by the cancellation of the instant claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The rejection of claims 1-5 and 17-20 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph is 
made moot by the cancellation of the instant claims. 

4. The rejection of claims 8, 9 and 23 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph is 
withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 
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The recitation in the instant claim of the precursor of the quinol defined in claim 6 
does not further limit claim 7. It should be noted that the claimed invention requires the 
administration of the quinol and the present specification discloses that the quinol of 
claim 6 is derived from the compound of claim 6 and, thus, both claims are drawn to the 
administration of the quinol of claim 6 in treating said patient. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

(Tetrahedron, 1968) is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The rejection of claims 1-5, 10-12, 17, 20 and 24 under 35 USC 103(a) over 
Chamberlain et al. (US 6,253,856) in view of Jin et al. (US 2,910,486) is made moot 
by the cancellation of the instant claims. 

8. The rejection of claims 8, 9, 23 and 25 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) 
over Chamberlain et al. (US 6,258,856) in view of Jin et al. (US 2,910,486) is 
withdrawn.
